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FEMALE PRIMARY EDUCATION 
IN EGYPYT. 


The growing demand for female education 
is one ot the signs of the times in Egypt, and 
the references to this subject in the speech 
pronounced by Sheikh Cherif last Sanday on 
the occasion of the solemn distribution of the 
subventions granted to the fikis and arifs of 
the Cairo kattabs deserve the special atten- 
tion of all who have the welfare of the 
younger generation at heart. We have fre- 
qaently referred to the educational move- 
ment that has becom widespread daring 
the past year in the country districts as 
well as the towns, and we are glad to see 
that for the first time sinca the days of Amr 
and the early ralers of Egypt, the Moslems of 
this country are bestirriag themselves with 
& view to obtaining education for their dangh- 
ters. This year no less than 10,359 girls 
are receiving primary instraction in the kat- 
tabs and there is no reason whatever for 
apprehending any reaction. Tine facts point in 
the other direction. ‘The growth of education 


| among all classes of Moslems in Egypt mast 


inevitably cause a demand for edacated 
wives. Men who can read and write and 
nave acquired a fair primary éducation are 
anlikely to rest satisfied with the know- 
ledge that their prospective wives aré 
illiterate and ignorant, and the _better- 
edacated are certain to demand educational 
facilities for girls more and more eagerly. 
That there are difficulties in the way is obvious 
enough. A mixed education of boys and 
girls, except the very youngest, is perhaps 
ansuited to the country and is certain to 
make many parents shy of sending their girls 
to school, bat the Ministry of Paplic Instrac- 
won is taking steps to meet this difficulty. 
It has already made a beginning by transform - 
ing the three Cairo kuttabs of Sheikhoun el 
Kebir, Saidah Zeynab, and Rabbanieh into 
g-tis’ schools. Mistresses have been obtained 
from the Sanieh Normal Sehoe! and the resalt 
of the experiment has been that a number of 
parents have promptly sent their daughters to. 
these three kuattabs, among them several 
persons of note who were formerly most bitter 
opponentsof female education. These three girls’ 
kuttabs, though opened only a few months ago, 
aiready contain no less than 357 pupils, —figures 
which augur Well fur the fature~ of female 
education in Egypt.

EGYPT EXPLORATION FUND. 


The Honorary Treasurer of the Egypt 
Exploration Fund; Mr. H. A. Graeber, has sent 
the following letter to the “Times” : 

“The Egypt Exploration Fand, which was 
founded in 1888, has every year since that 
timé sent out at lenst ong expedition for archmo- 
logical research in Egypt, and has issued to his 
aubscribers an annual memoir giving the reaults 
of the work‘done. Ddring'the last two yeara it 
sent two such’ expeditions, under Professor 
Petrie and M. Naville, whereby thé ordinary 
resources of the fand have been overstrained. 
In consequence, the committes has resolved 
that only one expedition can be undertaken in 
the present séason; and’ ciréamstahbes compel 
that this expedition must be to continue the 
exploration of the Temp!e of the XIth Dynasty 
at Deir el Bahari, which, after two years’. work, 
is left still onfinished. Meanwhile, the agrao- 
ment with Professor Petrie, which has lasted 
for nine fraitfal years, is suspended by mutual 
consent; and he is undertek ngan independent 
exploration in the eastern delta of the Nile.”

Une AFFAIRE DE PREEMPTION 


Le Tribunal mixte de Ire instance da Caire 
(2me Chambre civile) a renda hier son jage- 
ment dans une intéressante affaire de préemp- 
tion. Cette affaira a été plaidée la semaine 
dernidre. Voici les faits de la cause, tels 
d’ailleurs que nous les avons déj& exposés :

Paris is at present enjoying a spell of first- 
rate weather. The temperature is low in com- 
parison with the abnormally warm weather of

Those that are met with elsewhere may 
be generally pronounced to be imitations. So 
mach prized are the real beads that it is diffi- 
calt to get the possessors even to show them ; 
only the direst want will make them yield 
posseasion. The fact that these beads are found 
buried in the earth in ancient villages gives 
colour to the idea that they were used as a 
barter in dealings by the ancient Phosnician 
traders, who exchanged their wares fo: the gold 
which was undoubtedly worked in this part of 
Africa at a very early date. The reason for this 
early working of these particalar deposits is 
that the gold is universally disseminated over 
the whole country, and panning, the most 
ancient form of mining, can be adopted at any 
river or at any of the large alluvial deposits in 
West Africa. It would be very interesting to 


know whether in the workings of the Egyptian. 


and Sudan mines, now a0 actively taking place, 
any traces of similar enamels have been found: 
No doubt the form and the substance more or 
less of this merchandise or medium of exchange 
differe1 considerably according to the tastes. of 
the various commanities.
